Of all these for 
mer associates of the martyr presi- 
dent, however, none can rival Col. Wil- 
liam H. Crook In the possession or 
vivid and unique recollections of the 
war president Moreover, Col. Crook's 
reminiscence* of the moat Interesting 
portlon of his long public career have 
been kept ever fresh In hi* memory by 
contlnuoua service at the White Mouse 
In Washington, of which he has been 
an attache for more than two-score 
years, and where he constantly sees 
object* and Incldenta that remind him 
of the kindly executive who occupied 
the presidential mansion when he first 
took up bis duties there. 

Col. Crook, who In now In his seven- 
tieth year, has been for n long time 
past the disbursing officer of the presi- 
dential business establishment, but 
during the Lincoln administration he 
waa the president's bodyguard and 
thus, naturally, came more closely and 
continuously In contact with the great 
American than did almost any other 
individual Crook waa little more than 
twenty years of age when the eivll 
war broke out, and as soon as he was | 
'21 he . i, ... i in the union army. At i 
the expiration of his term of enlist- : 
ment he secured a position on the po- 
lice force at the national capital, and It 
waa while serving In this capacity that 
be was chosen aa the principal body- 
guard of the chief magistrate. 

I'nder present conditions the presl- J 
dent of the I'nlted 8tatea need scarce- i 
ly exchange a word with bis secret ! 
service protectors, who usually walk | 
or rld« some little distance behind him. 
but Lincoln waa wont to Insist that his 
bodyguard walk by his side, after the 
manner of a personal friend rather 
than an official protector. The preal 
dent took quite a fancy to Crook, who 
waa young and. aa he confesses, a 
trifle liakhful at the outaet. In his 
walks about the capital and his nightly 
tram pti from the White House to the 
war department — there was no tele- 
graph office at the White Houae in ' 
those daya and the president went to 
the department to get the war newa at 
first hand — Lincoln talked on a variety 
of subjects with bodyguard Crook, and 
even discussed at times the possibility 
of some person attempting to do him 
harm, t ol Crook's recollections of the 
president on these night pilgrimages to 
the news center portray a tall figure. 
wrapi>cd in a rough gray shawl and 
wearing a tall Iteaver bat. Often the 
kindly, sympathetic chief magistrate 
would draw hia bodyguard to his side 
and walk band In hand or arm lu arm 
with the younger man. 

When Crook waa on duty at night at 
the White House he would take his 
station, after the president retired. In 
the corridor on the second floor of the 
mansion upon which the president's 



during the <atter'a famous visit to City 
point, and who. when refused admis- 
sion, made threats against the presi- 
dent. At the time the man gave the 
name of Smith, but Crook haa always 
been confident that It was none other 
than the notorloua Surrat, with whose 
appearance under normal conditions 
be was familiar through having lived 
In the aame county In Maryland before 
the war 

The home of Col Crook in the city 
of Washington la a veritable museum 
of relics and mementoes of Lincoln 
and other president*. Probably the 
most prlxed of all the keepsakes Is a 
card In Lincoln's handwriting which 
the president addressed to the provoai 
marshal general when Crook and an- 
other bodyguard, Alexander Smith, 
were drafted lor service in the army. 
The president wrote that he could not 
spare the men and asked the above 
mentioned official to "please fix" the 
matter. This precious bit of paper re- 
posed for years In the war depart- 
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Mrs. W. H. Crook. 

ment files, but when Robert T Lin- 
coln, son of the martyr president, was 
secretary of war, he gave it to his 
father's o'd guard. 

Another of Col. Crook's souvenirs Is 
a mahogany cane made from the rail 
of the little spiral stairway whereby 
Lincoln reached hi i office on the sec- 
ond floor of the White House— a stair 
way long since torn away. Col. Crook 
haa aome almost priceless specimens 
of tbo china service which Mrs Lin- 
coln selected for the White House, and 
which Col. Crook declares to have 
been more b< autlful than any table 
ware purchased before or alnce for 
use on the presidential table. Among 
the pieces are a cuo and saucer which 
Lincoln used. These, like all of the 
piece* of thla service, are ornamented 
by a broad maroon band and adorned 
with the American eagle and coat of 
arms In colora. 




The Living Lincoln. 
How well I remember when Lincoln 
lived at Petersburg. Ill . carrying the 
chain for a surveyor's party and work 
lng for 76 cents a day The surveyor'* 
wife told we that she often saw him 
studying at night, seated on the cellar 
door, reading Hlackstone often until 
midnight by the light of the moon. 

Lincoln always took note of the 
light and dark of the moon*, aa I* 
shown by an Incident which occurred 
during his early practice of law. A 
murder was committed In the neigh- 
borhood of the village, and the son of 
was arrested on 
testimony of an 
"eye wltne.s" In the meantime Un- 
coin had swung out bis sblugle aa a 
lawyer, at Springfield, and on thla 
occa»lon nobly did he prove that the 
klndnesa of the aurveyor waa not for 
gotten by the *tudent who read Ulack- 
•tono by the moonlight 

He went to the Jail and questioned 
the young prisoner, who asserted his 
Innocence, and Lincoln took up the

bedroom openod. Often a* he paced 
up and down he could hear the great 
man sigh or moan in hla alcep after a 
day of uniiBual anguish and nnxlety. 
Occaalonally ho would have to awake 
the sleeper to deliver some Important 
telegram, but Crook declares that Lin 
coin never displayed any Irrltutlon at 
such Interruptions. On one occasion, 
when ho entered the president s room 
In response to the usual "Come In." 
be was surprised to find Lincoln busily 
engnged in sewing a button on his 
trousers. "Just repairing damages." 
explained the droll president, with a 
half cmlle 

Crook, who had been on duty all 
day with the president, did not accom- 
pany Lincoln to Ford a theater on the 
night ot the assassination. He always 
refers to hla abseuco on this occasion 
with doep regret, for he had a special 
system o hi* own for guarding the 
president o: such public appearances, 
and Ue li convinced to this day that If 
he had been at his usual station at tb 1 
door of the president's box. Hooth 
could never have passed hlut There 
would seem to h* iodic ground for ' 
Cook's confidence, for the bodyguard 
ill frustrate tho plans of a Ml who 
ht to gain audience with l Incoln 1

Might you not be mistaken ? ' asked 
Lincoln.

The witness hastened to reiterate 
that it was bright moonlight, where- 
upon Lincoln promptly pulled from 
among his books an almanac, and said 
calmly: 

"It la not necessary for me to mak* 
a plea, for no Jury can place any re- 
liance on a witness who will swear 
that It waa a moonlight night when 
the almanac proves that it was the 
dark of the moon "—Daniel W. Ayer*.

Uncle Joe Cannon tells this new and 
characteristic one on "Honest Abe" 
Lincoln: It was the Illinois state 
convention at Decatur, held to name 
delegate* to the national convention 
that nominated Lincoln for the presl 
dency. After the prayer a cry was 
started on the platform: Upon a 
passageway! Open a passageway! 
Let Dennis Hanks and Lick Oglcsby 
through!

LABOR LEADERS BAR SALOON 

Liquor Tr«ffic Tend* to Decre**e 
Wage* and Must Be Eradicated- 
Union* for Temperance. 

All doubt aa to the attitude of union 
labor toward the saloon, declares the 
Western Christian Advocate of Cin- 
cinnati Is cleared away by the un- 
equivocal statement* of prominent la- 
bor leaders during the recent annual 
convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, which was held In To- 
ronto. Canada. "The time baa come," 
proclaimed Samuel Gomper*. the fed- 
eration'* preildent. "when the saloon 
and the labor movement must be di- 
vorced." Other* who spoke no less 
emphatically were ThomaB L. Lewis, 
president of the I'nlted Mine Workers. 
John Mitchell, ex president of that or- 
ganization, and John II. Lennon. treas- 
urer of the federation. Said Mr. 
Mitchell, a leader Idolized by the 
unions: 

"Poverty ha* driven many a strong 
man to drink, and drink has driven 
many a strong man to poverty. I am 
not at all Impressed with the argu 
mt nt that If you close down the liquor 
trallle you bring about u calamity. 
Kather the contrary. There Is a read 
Justment of society. Nothing has done 
more to bring misery upon Innocent 
women and children than the money 
spent in drink 

"No man ha* a right to spend a 
cent upon himself until he has flrst 
provided for his family. The average 
worklngman doe* not yet earn enough 
to give his family all the comfort, 
they deserve. He ha* no money to 
■pend on drink without robbing bis 
family. I believe that, ns the labor 
movement grow*, »o will the tem 
perance movement grow." 

Mr Lennon. diicusslng the effect of 
the liquor traffic on the standard of 
living, declared that "to the trade 
unionist there Is no redeeming feature 
In the saloon." We quote: 

"What Is the effect of ihe liquor 
traffic on the standard of living of the 
people? Is there any Influence gone 
out from the saloon that haa helped 
to make men and women better? The 
labor movement la essentially a moral 
movement. It stand* for equal oppor- 
tunity for men and women, though It 
believes that It should be made more 
euilly possible for women to become 
home makers. Who could deny that 
the liquor trnfflc waa driving women 
to work In factories, in workshops, 
and at washtubs who ought not to be 
there? The trade union movement 
wa* opposed to child labor, yet who 
could deny that the liquor traffic waa 
driving Into induatrlal life boy* and 
girl* who should be in the school or 
on the playground? The liquor traffic 
tended lo decrease wages, never to 
Increase them. The use of alcohol 
made workmen less skillful, and drove 
men to lower scales of employment 
and reward. Every cent spent in the 
liquor business was wasted, bringing 
no social benefit or moral uplift." 

Said Preildent Lewis, who believes 
that "the trade unions are doing more 
for the cause of temperance than any 
other Institution In the world." 

"If you want to kuow where the 
miner* of America stand upon the 
temperance queatlon. I'll tell you. In 
our constitution we have a clause 
which forbids any member to sell In- 
toxicants even at a picnic That's 
what we think of the liquor traffic 
Some people say that the saloon Is a 
necessary evil. I don't believe In that 
kind of doctrine. 1 don't believe that 
legislation alone will eradicate the 
traffic. Nothing but the spread of ed- 
ucation will accomplish that. 
The Chrlstlnn churches are eetab 
lished for the purpose of replacing 
paganism with Christianity; the trade 
union movement is organized to edu 
cate the people, to drive out igno- 
I ranee, and elevate the toller* of our 
! land. Because the liquor traffic tends 
to enslave the people, to muke them 
I satisfied with Improper conditions, 
| <*"d keep them ignorant, the leaders 
of the trade union movement are 
called on to fight the saloon." Lit- 
erary Digest.

The new City Council got down to 
its first real business session on Tues- 
day nlghi, staying on the job till to- 
ward eleven o'clock, transacting a 
large amount of important business. 
The Council went to work smoothly, 
urd theie Is every Indication that 
the meir.l*-rs will work together 
easily and successfully. 

The ftist business of Importance w a 
the election of Mr. Short as marshal 
It has al-oacly been ordained that the 
marshal shall perform many duties 
not previously Intrusted to him, such 
as supei vision of the streets, the 
collection ot taxes, and so forth. For 
this in 'addition to the usual fees, he 
is to receive $20 per month. He Is 
expected to give bis whole time to 
the service of the town, and to take 
off his coat and go to work on the 
streets when there is nothing else 
to do. The appointment is revokable 
at the pleasure of the council, with- 
out fornal charges being made, If 
at any time the marshal's work is 
not satisfactory. 

It was decided to Impose this year 
a town tax of fifty cents on the hun- 
dred dollais. the same as last year, 
f.s this tax will be levied on property 
valued at about $. r >00,000 It will yield 
nearly $2, r >C0. The city debt now 
. Lands at $600, and It Is Intended to 
pay this ofl. At the same time, it 
i- desired to make large lmprove- 
nents in the streets and as it Is 
felt that these cannot wait without 
injury, a proposal has been 
to Issue bonds for this Improve- 
ment, allowing the people to pay 
for It as they use it. 

Other ordinances which were pass- 
ed llxed tho salary of the City Treas- 
urer at one dollar per month, and 
appointed Mr. S. E. Welch, to this 
lucrative position. The place of meet- 
ing of the Council was set at the 
National Bank Building. Ordinances 
.vere also proposed for allowing the 
1 It-earning of near-beer joints at 
$1,000 PlT year, and of pool rooms 
at $250 per table. Several lmprove- 
m 'tits In the system of book keeping 
were adopted.

— As a result of 
the carelessness of a Mexican In light- 
ing a cigarette Wednesday 100 min- 
ers are dead In the Paula mlno In 
Mexico across from Eagle Pass In 
the state of Coahuila. 

Sixty-eight bodies have already 
been taken from the shaft. The 
others are burled further In. There 
Is no hope that any will be found 
alive. Not a single man In the mine 
escaped alive. One man was brought 
to the surface In a conscious condi- 
tion but died shortly thereafter. 

He told of the circumstances of 
the explosion. Smoking In the mine 
Is prohibited. It seems as If a new 
miner, not understanding the danger, 
smuggled tobacco and matches Into 
the shaft when he went to work and 
the miners had been at work nearly 
an hour when he struck a match to 
light a cigarette. 

Immediately the explosion followed, 
burying alive the 100 men In the 
mine at the time. Frantic efforts were 
made by the mine superintendent to 
rescue the men but the shaft was 
filled that it took hours of work to 
reach the chamber where the 
were confined. The explosion 
have been terrific as the entire In 
terlor of the mine was badly wrecked 
Prlmero. Col— Only 74 men are 
dead aa the result of the 
explosion in the Prlmero mine. This 
Is the final figure according to a care- 
ful check made In a 
canvass finished by officials of the 
Colorado Fuel ft Iron Company. 

Forty-nine bodies have been recov- 
ered from the mine. It Is known that 
more bodies lay In the workings but It 
was dangerous for the rescue party 
to work longer. Further work of res- 
cue has been given up until the dead 
ly blackdamp has been dissipated. 

No one has been able as yet to as 
certain the exact cause of the ex 
plosion. There ts much suffering 
among the families of the miners who 
were killed and relief funds have 
been started In various parts of the 
state. 

Drakesboro. Ky— Thirty -four men 
lost their lives In e terrible explosion 
which occurred In an 
of the Wlckllffe mine at 
Tuesday night. 

Thirty-two of the bodies, most of 
them terribly mangled and blackened, 
have been brought to the surface and 
are being buried. 

When the explosion occurred, the 
concussion of which was a warning 
to those In other sections of the work 
Ings, there were nearly 100 men in 
the mine. The signal to hoist the 
stage was given and the frantic mln 
ers began pouring out. 

It was some time before the work 
of rescue Dcgan, but when a party 
went down It was found that the dead 
and Injured could be reached.

He led the Are fighters Into the 
burning power house and directed the 
work. When the roof of the building 
fell In Ballard refused to quit his post 
d fell unconscious. He was rescued 
by other convicts and is In the hos- 
pital In a dangeroua condition. 

Ballard was sent up from Wilming- 
ton. 111., for murder and has been 27 
years behind the prison walls. 

Some of the convicts who were 
placed In cells after the fire broke out 
were badly scsred and begged to be 
allowed to remain In the prison yard. 

The nlgbt and day guards were 
called out but no effort was made to 
rape by any of the prisoners. The

A heated d. bate, ltd on the 
one side by Senator Elxa Bertram and 
(.n the other by Senntor II. M. Arnett. 
ensued. S. nntor ltertrsin bitterly op- 
posed the adoption of the resolution, 
and fh the heat of his argument wild 
that It waa framed In such uncertain 
terms as to warrant "graft." Senator 
Aniett proved a vailalit defender of 
tho resolution, however, and said that 
It would b» an "outrage" not to pay 
the extra employes, others spoke In 1 
favor of th*» resolution and It finally 1 
waa adopted by a vote of 22 to 10.

Col. Jack Chlnn, representing 
Mercer county In the legislature, 
started a big "rumpus" In th* 
house by making the serious charge* 
that the committee appointed to In 
vestlgate the Frankfort penitentiary 
Is pre|<arlng to smear Its report with a 
coat of whitewash The occasion ol 
this outburst on the part of Col. Chlnn 
was h's offering a resolution, which U 
far more sensational In Its charge* 
than were the statements be made 
on the floor, although he asserted that 
tho penitentiary committee In the 
In. io-e was the whip of the loblm-ts 
st this soaslon of the legislature. Tie 
resolution offered by Col Chlnn ask» 
that a .omnilttee of five members ol 
the house be appointed to Investigate 
i barges that the lash, dungeon, "ham- 
string" and electric treatment are 
used on Inmates at the will of con- 
tractors of the Institutlen without 
hearing or Investigation of the blame 
put upon them. The rosolot'on was

Senator K M. Taylor, of Hickman 
county.

One of the most Important measures 
of the ssxselon was Introducsl hy S»n- 
nt.rr K W. Amctt. of Covington, which 
will be known In the future ;>s the 
"Arnett Retail Grocers' association 
bill." which provides that all but 10 
per cent of the income of all persons 
In the state shall be exempt This 
measure Is drawn from the Ohio stat- 
ute, and Is exactly like It In every par- 
ticular.

Democrats Discuss Hsrmon, Marshall 
and Gaynor for Presidential Nom- 
ination—Numerous Candidates 
for Speaker Cannon's Place. 



Washington —Many of the Republi- 
can members of congress, especially 
those of the lower house, who fear 
that their seats may be endangered at 
the coming election, are In fuvor of 
having a widespread investigation In- 
to the cases of the high prices of the 
necessaries of life that shall take In 
tbe entire country. It Is possible that 
under the scope of the resolution In- 
troduced Into the senate by Senator 
Klklns the Inquiry which many of the 
Republicans desire may be underta- 
ken 

I'ncle Sam Is looking Into the mat- 
ter, as It relates specifically to the 
District of Columbia, over which he 
has full legal control. The committee 
thnt Is probing Into tbe reasons for 
the high prices of food In the District 
Is getting much material that relates 
to the rest of the country, and It Is 
possible that this one Investigation 
will do much of tbe work that the Re- 
publicans who fear a loss of their 
seats, tblnk ought to be done. 

Representative J. Hampton Moore 
of Pennsylvania and six fellow mem- 
bers of the bouse committee of the 
District of Columbia are still hard at 
the task or trying to And out what it 
Is that makes everything that a man 
wants to eat and to wear, cost so 
much In these Culled States. Mr. 
Moore Is a protectionist of protection- 
ists and naturally he hopes It will be 
proved that the tariff has nothing to 
do with the present high prices. He 
seems to be full of confidence that 
such will be the case, but the Demo- 
cratic members of the committee who 
are looking Into the subject believe 
that when they get through they will 
have material which .an be used to 
the advantage of the Democratic par- 
ty In Its contention that the high tar- 
iff makes high price* without a cor- 
responding increase in salaries and 
wages. 

Prssld*nt Deeply Interested. 

There Is a deep Interest felt by 
President Tuft In tbe Investigation 
now In progress. Tbe opening day of 
tbe Inquiry In the committee room of 
the house of representatives was tbe 
same day that saw the beginning of 
tbe Investigation Into the activities of 
the meat packers in Chicago. Tbe lat- 
ter Investigation Is a grand Jury af- 
fair, but It Is possible thst when all 
the returns are In that tbe evidence 
adduced In Chicago will be of service 
to tbe members of congress who are 
trying to get at tbe facts. Hy tbe 
time tbe subcommittee Is ready to 
report, the public will have pretty full 
knowledge of the testimony of the 
witnesses thst have appeared before 
It, and tbe country probably will have 
made up Its mind as to the facts In 
the rase and will not be moved from 
a decision by tbe report which the 
committee turns In 

Some of the representatives In con- 
gress, Democrats as well as Republi- 
cans think that tbe whole thing will 
resolve ltseir Into a case of statements 
and counterstatements by the produc- 
ers, the middle men and the packers 
and manufacturers If the congres- 
sional committee can get the truth of 
the case the country probably will be 
glad of It. provided a remedy can be 
applied There ure those In Wash- 
ington who say. however, thnt the 
whole Investigation will be futile. 
Democrats Eye Whit* House. 

Gov. Judson Harmon of Ohio, who 
will try to succeed himself In the 
chief office of his state, has said thr.t 
he will do nothing to further any pos- 
sible presidential ambition which he 
may have until after lie knows wheth- 
er the Ohloans like him well enough 
to reelect him as their chief etecu- 
tlve 

In this way the governor has tried 
to take himself out of the Immediate 
field of presidential speculation, but 
the Democrats In Washington will not 
so have It The members of the pres- 
ent minority party In congress seem 
to feel perfectly sure that they are to 
control the next house of representa- 
tives. The Republicans naturally 
laugh at this claim and say that the 
Democrats are simply In the same old 
hopeful mood and that hope Is all 
thnt they will get out of It. The Dem- 
ocrats retaliate with the statement 
that the majority of the people of the 
country do not like the tariff bill and 
that they are blaming It for the high 
price of living and that on the 
strength of these two Issues alone the 
Democracy Is to come Into power In 
house In the Sixty second 



The Democrats are talking about 
Gov. Harmon and about Gov. Marshall 
of Indiana and Mayor Gaynor of New 
York, nnd last, but perhaps, or prob- 
ably (as you like), not least. William 
Jennings Hryan of Nebraska. It Is the 
*(>eming certainty of the Democrats 
that they are to carry the next house 
of representatives that makes them to- 
day so active In their gossip about the 
party's nominee for tbe presidency, 
and so Gov Harmon's desire to be left 
out of consideration until after he has 
shown that he can carry Ohio again 
Is not being heeded. 



The Washington Democrats would 
like to know on whom the smile of 
William J. Hryan will shine. It I* 
admitted that Mr. Bryan's Indorse- 
ment Is absolutely necessary to give 
any Democrat's campaign for the pres- 
idency a fair start. 

There are Democrats who believe 
that Champ Clark, the Democratic 
leader In the bouse, may be an out- 
and-out candidate for the presidency 
and that this will be more likely to 
happen If the next house shall be 
Democrat Ic and Mr. Clark be honored 
with Its speakership. 

Tbe Republicans realize that Gov 
Harmon has a good deal of strength 
In Ohio, which Is Taft's state. One 
Democrat said. "Harmon can carry 
Ohio." Another Democrat Instantly 
answered. "Marshall can carry Indiana 
and Ohio too." and another Democrat, 
not to be outdone, said, "Champ Clark 
can carry Indiana. Ohio aud Missouri, 
too." 

Many Seek Speakership. 

Who will be the next Speaker of tbe 
House of Representatives? Matter* 
have moved along so rapidly In one 
direction that most of the close friends 
of Speaker Cannon In the House ad- 
mit that the chances are before very 
long he will come out with a state- 
ment to tbe effect that he Is not to 
be considered as a candidate for re- 
election to succeed himself In the 
office that generally Is accredited with 
having more power attached to It 
than any other office except that of 
president of the United 8tates. 

The number of men who would like 
to be Speaker Is perhaps limited only 
by the membership of tbe House. 
There are comparatively few members, 
however, who by length of service and 
by shown and known ability have the 
right, without exciting either smile 
or criticism, to announce their candi- 
dacy for the high honer. 

Cannon's Re-election Improbable. 

The men who are close to Speaker 
Cannon personally and politically, 
have been saying very freely recently 
that while they do not think there is 
any real reason why Mr. Cannon 
should not aspire to be his own suc- 
cessor, there Is. as far as they are con- 
cerned, a real reason why they should 
not urge him to stand for re-election. 
They say their constituents have 
come to believe that Mr Cannon has 
been In office long enough and that 
their representatives In congress 
should vote for some other man. 

It 1b an assured fact that enough 
of the so-called "regular" Republicans 
have Intimated that they will not vote 
again for Mr. Cannon to Insure that 
his re-election to the Speakership I* 
practically Impossible. The regular* 
whose constituents have said that 
they do not look with favor on another 
term In the Speakership for the Dan- 
ville man, added to the Insurgents who 
have been against Mr. Cannon's rule 
of the House for a long time, make 
enough Republicans virtually to com- 
pass the Speaker s defeat If he should 
offer himself again for the first place 
In the House. 

It Is probable that If Speaker Can- 
non could name his successor In office 
he would select Representative Olm- 
stead of Pennsylvania. Mr. Olmstead 
has presided over the affairs of the 
House when It was sitting "as a com- 
mittee of the whole" a great many 
times, having been called to the chair 
by the Speaker to preside In his tem- 
porary absence. Mr. Olmsted politi- 
cally Is a Arm believer In what the 
country has come to know as the 
Cannon doctrine. He Is an extreme 
high protectionist and he believes that 
the rules of the House as they at pres- 
en exist are the best possible regula 
Hons by which the Houbc can be gov- 
erned. 

Hope of the "Insurgents." 

With the exception of the Republic- 
an members from tho state of Wis 
consln, most of the representatives 
from the middle western states which 
He east of the Mississippi river have 
stood consistently In the ranks of the 
regulars nnd In support of the rule of 
Sper.ker Cannon. The eastern repre- 
sentatives In the main have been "reg- 
ular," although Representative Augus- 
tus peabody Gardner of Massachu- 
setts, son In law of Henry Cabot 
I^odge, has been as much of an Insur- 
gent as has Victor Murdock of Kan- 
sas, who ordinarily Is looked upon as 
the chief of the "rebellions" forces. 

Most of the real Insurgents, those 
who have been Insurgents through 
good weather and bad, come from 
west of the great river. They are too 
few In number to hope to elect one 
of their own kind as Speaker of 
the next House nnd they see little 
chance of enough Insurgent gain In 
the east to overcome tbe majority 
which the regulnrs now hold, and 
which they seem likely to hold iu a 
depleted form during the next con- 
gress. It Is the hope of the Insur- 
gents, as they express It openly, that 
some middle westerner may be chos- 
en who Is neither a hide bound man 
as Speaker whose election will be 
something In the nature of a compro- 
mise and who of necessity will be 
more kindly disposed toward the In- 
surgent ranks than Mr Cannon has 
been. 

Of course In casting about for can- 
didates for the speakership the Re- 
publicans are taking for granted a 
victory at the polls next November. 
They admit that they will have a hard 
fight on their hands, and that they 
will be obliged to defend the tariff 
bill against the violent assaults of the 
Democratic enemy. The Democrats 
are so cheerful over the prospect of 
the November elections that already 
they see Champ Clark in Josevh G. 
Cannon's seat, and. looking a little bit 
beyond this, some of them see the Mis- 
souri representative In the field as a 
strong candidate for his party's nom- 
ination for tbe presidency.

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N THE latter part of th* 

I eighteenth century the 
"valentine"— those ornate 
creations of lace paper, 
silver and gilt, artificial 
flowers, scrap pictures and 
sentimental verse— which 
we know, grew from the 
simplest processes by nat- 
ural degrees of elabora- 
tion. Before valentines be 
came a recognized article 
of merchandise lover* 
were constrained to construct their 
own. A quill pen, a sheet of writing 
paper and ability to write "doggerel" 
waa the required equipment. 8oon 
there appeared obliging little chap 
book* called the "Gentleman** New 
Valentine Writer," "Cupid's Annual 
Charter," "Tbe School of Love," and 
the "Ladies' Polite Valentine Writer." 
There also wa* a "valentine writer" 
for tradeapeople and one for the Joker 
called the "Quizzing Valentine Writ- 
er." These valentine writers were lit- 
tle six-penny pamphlets containing 
choice specimens of doggerel for al- 
most all degree* of love and **ntl- 
roent. Here are a few samples: 

Round is th* ring that has no end; 

Bo is my love to you. my friend. 

Tou are witty, you sr* pretty: 

Tou are single! What a pity! 

I am single for your sake; 

What a handsome couple we shall make. 

In the tradespeople's "Valentine 
Writer" valentines for almost every 
trade and profession were provided 
Here Is on* for the pawnbroker: 

I pledge my word for thee I live. 
And am sincere when honor calls. 

Oh. then, my dear, an answer live, 
Tou know where to-at the thre* 



Tbe grocer'* wa* as follows: 

Your breath Is all-eplce. I declare, 

And you're ao neat and handy 
That you're as sweet, I think, my fair 

As plume or sugar candy. 
Be favorable. I Implore, 

These verses kindly weigh: 
And If you will my heart restore. 

lil treat you to some tea. 

This wa* the maid'* scornful an- 
swer : * 

Tour letter I've weighed. 

Am truly afraid. 
Many pound* you're deficient In weight; 

And so. Mr. Orocer, 
I'd have you to know. Blr. 
I care not a fig for your treat. 

Oftentlme* these home-made valen- 
times were of the "cut" and "torn" 
paper variety, beautiful designs being 
worked out by cutting or tearing the 
paper. 

About the year 1R00 the manufac- 
tured article began to steal away the 
early charm of St. Valentine's day. 
Transformation scenes were a conceit 
nf the German manufacturers. A lone 
bachelor sits nnd bemoans his fate of 
solitariness until a shifting scene re- 
veals to him what bliss life would be 
with her of his dreams. The more 
elaborate of these manufactured val- 
entines were wonderful examples of 
human Ingenuity and handicraft and 
some were very expensive. 

The manufacturer of valentines SO 
years ago gave remunerative employ- 
ment to an army of women, to whom 
the work of construction was intrust- 
ed. Germany furnished most of the 
material In bulk for valentines, but 
the beautifully made artificial cambric 
roses, each no longer than a pea, were 
made In French convents by women 
to whom valentines were never sent 
and who were vowed to celibacy and 
single life. 

The anonymity of the remembrance 
Is Its charm, as In the case of th* 
young artist of Charles Umb'i ac- 
quaintance, who expended hours and 
bis best work on a valentine for his 
neighbor, a young girl with whom be 
had never spoken, but whose radiant 
girlhood had given him Joy to be- 
hold. To her surprised eyes came his 
exquisite testimonial. And like pleas- 
ure shared our grandmothers when in 
the good old days folded sheets with 
lace edges and most delicately hand- 
written verses beneath crudely senti- 
mental sketches found their 
way under th»lr front door. 




EPY8. that delightful old 
gossip of the reign of 
Charles II., enters In his 
dlsry on Valentine's day. 
1667: "This morning came 
little Will Meiser to be 
my wife's valentine, and 
brought her name written 
upon blue paper In gold 
letters, done by himself. 
Very pretty, we were both 
well pleased with It. But 
I am also this year my 
wife's vslentlne, and it will cost me 
Ave pounds; but that I must have laid 
out if we had not been valentines." 

Two days later Pepys says: "I And 
that Mrs. Pierce's littles girl 1* my val- 
entine, she having drawn me, which I 
am sorry for. It easing me of some- 
thing more that I must have given to 
others. But I do Arst observe the 
fsshlon of drawing mottoes as well 
as names, so that Pierce, who drew 
my wife, did also draw a motto, and 
his girl drew another for me. What 
mine was. I forget, but my wife's was 
'Most courteous and most fair.' which, 
as it may be used as an engagement 
upon each nam*, might b* very pret- 
ty." 

Pepy* has * great deal to tell about 
valentines, and what he says shows 
that the day was observed In the high- 
| est fashionable circles and that expen- 
sive presents were given. He de- 
scribes how the duke of York, being 
tbe valentine of Miss Stuart, a fa- 
mous beauty, gave her a Jewel valued 
at £800 and how Lord Mandevllle, an- 
other valentine of this lucky woman, 
presented her with a ring worth £300.
